Fire-safe construction and periodic fire drills in the schools of Bucks County 
make it unlikely that the disastrous Chicago fire which killed 90 parochial school 
pupils could happen here. 
This was asserted by the assistant County School Superintendent, spokesman 


for Catholic and private schools 
and an associate of the Bucks 
County fire m arshal yesterday. 
“The 
fire-safety factor has 
p’ayed an im p o rta n ^ a rt in the 
design of the large num ber of 
new schools which have been 
built in Bucks County in the 
past ten y ea rs,” Assistant Coun­ 
ty Superintendent Dr. Morton 
Botel, of Levittown, said today.
